But among the books which have been published on this aub- 
ject» although many of them are works of gnat merit, there ara 
none suited to the capacities of young beginneis. Most of them*^ 
begin with definitions, which, to be understood^ require a degree 
of Imowledgeon the subject, never possessed bv the new bsjgiimef. 
Children, mslead of being made to commit definitions to meeMiry. 
should, as much as possible, at the b^pnning* be taught by means oi ' 
the fye ; and hence the use of maps,.pictores, and diagnras, in tsach-' 
iagi^|ants; ThemapistoGeograi^y.whatorthogiaphyisto-lheart 
ofraapling. The seaolar must not only underhand its use, but must 
have- an intimate knowledge of ril its parts, before be conundertaka 
the stod V of deseiiptive geography with advantage. When he baa 
acquiiea a practical and thoromh knowledge of the map of a eouxK 
try, hehas then laid the grounO'Work for umlentanding its desaiip* 
tion, and not before. Suppose- a child- should leam by heart ewrv 
thi^g about the climate, seene!y,'*and produetioas of Switzsilandi 
lor instance, and suppose him^tebe imimate with the nameaaf all 
Us mountains, lakes, and forests, 1i6fWtiuch knowledge of thega • 
ognphy of that country would }» posseai T It is oh'dous that mi^' 
ont knowing also the relative situatbn of these mountains, lakest 
and foiesta, in respeet to each other, tmlher with their distances 
anid bearings, such knowledge nsvercomd be appliad to any prac- 
tical use. TThe map, thea, ought^to be the first lessott m gaogniphy, 
for by its means, the child can locate his ideas, and ean see, at a 
single glance,, the sitnatioii of the piaaes, the namaa of wUc^ he 
lesniB. 

Haiung been for a nnmber of yean occupied in the instniOlkA 
of youth,, and principally in the scimiee of Geography. I have^ in 
common with others, long re^petted that no work well adapted to* 
the instruction of youth on this sulgeot could be obtained, and my 
enmse for ofering the present volume to the public is founded on 
that foct A. pracdodl snowled^ of geography, instead of ia(|irir 
ing years, I am taught by experience to beneve| may be obtained 
in a fisw months ; and I cannot but hope that othen will find this 
opinion wdl founded. 

In preparing this work, I have endeavored to adapt it to the 
natural progress of the youthful mind. Instead of introducmg the 
beginner al once into Astronondeal Geography, and requiring him 
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to spend weeks in learning. 4eWtion8, mi^ the description of th^ 
heavenly bodies, I have commenced with the town in which he 
lives. From tjie town, the sphere of his observation is.eztoijded; to 
the ceonty, and from the coanty to>$he «tate, &c. This I am confi- 
dent will be found not only the na(aral, but the pfaifesophical 
method of teaching Geography ; for on all subjects the learner mOst 
inp^e himself mastor of simple things, beforo he can mvlef^tand 
those which are' complex- 

In the presont instance, the pupil begins with confidenee and 
alacrity, because he not only knows something abouthis own tawii, 
but the subject itself is highly interesting to him. From these 
simple descriptions, the pupil is gradually led on, by a series of the 
plainest and most important question <, to a knowledge of the grand 
divisions of the globe. When he has become familiar with these 
divisions, and can without hesitation point them out on the map, .he 
is qualified to commence the Second part In this part, after a few 
general observations on the divisions, he is required- to leam on the 
map, the boundaries, names of rivers, towns, &o., and- then he com- 
mences with a description of the several countries which it contains. 
In every department of description, great care has been taken to 
select what is most important for the pupil to know, and to commit 
to memory, and to reject whatever is of little use ; for experience 
has tauffht me that long descriptions, however judiciously arranged, 
do not fail to tire and discourage .-the young pupil. Some ot the 
more prominent features of the country ara therefore all that should 
be>re(}uired of the beginner. 

This work will be found to possess some peculiarities. The use 
of initial letters in particular, I consider of much consequence in 
enabling the pupil to determine the correct answers ; so that it is 
believed in going through the entire work, he will seldom lequiie 
any assistance from his teacher. 

The Third part Ueaia of Latitude and Longitade; and perhaps 
no part of the work is of more importance than this, and particular- 
ly as most books of this kind are deficient in this resp^t. 

The Fourth part contains an introduction to Astronomy and 
Physical Geography, together with problems on the Globes, and 
a Table of Latitude and Longitude of all the principal places on the 
earth. 

The numerous tables which the work contains, it is hoped will 
be fi>und useful and correct. Some of them have been copied 
with little variation from Morse and Malte Brun, and others have 
beeii arranged with much care, and considerable labor, expressly for> 
t|ie woi^. 

In giv^K this little volume to the public,' I cannot but ente:italn 
the hope that I shall contribute in some degree to our improved 
method of teaching a science so necessary and popular as that d 
Geoflpraphy. But how ^r I shall haya the satisfiiction of sosing 
this nope realized, the public most detehoine.

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Discovery of America by Columbus in 1492. 

Q. How does America^ compare with the eastern Conti. 
nent ? 

A. It is less in size than the eastern continent, 
but surpasses it in the number and magnitude of 
its rivers, its numerous lakes, and its lofty and ex- 
tended ranges of mountains. 

Q. What is the extent of America ? 

A. It is about 9,000 miles in length, and on an 
average 1,500 miles in width, containing 15,000,- 
000 souare miles. 

Q. For what is America distinguished ? 
,* A. For the variety of its climate, — its valuable 
productions, — ^and for the freedom of its civil and 
religious institutions. 

Q. What is the probable population of America 7 
A. About 35,000,000, — consisting of three clash- 
es ; viz. Whites, Negroes, and Indians. 
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The whites are the descendants of Europeans, who have 
settled in America since its discovery. The negroes are de- 
scendants of African Slaves ; and the Indians are the rem- 
nants of those who occupied the country at the time of its dis- 
covery, 

Q. ..When and by whom .was America discovered ? 

A. In 1492, by Christopher Columbus,* under 
the patronage of Ferdinand and Isabella, king 
and queen of Spaicu 

The discovery of America by Columbus, excited a spirit of 
enterprise unknown an(f vmelt at any time befofre ; and 
drew adventurers from ail parts of Europe. In 1497, John 
Cabot, and his son Sebabtian, natives of Venice, in the ser- 
vice of Henry VIJ, king of England, discovered North Ameri- 
^ ca, and explored the coast from Newfoundland to ^Florida. 
In 1499, Americus Vespucius, a native of Florence, discov- 
er^ the continent at Paria, near the mouth of tho Orinoco. 
(MFKis return to Europe, he published an account of his voy- 
age, and acquired the undeserved honor of giving his name to 
this continent. In a short tim& the whole continent was .dis- 
covered, and settlements made in various parts of it, by dif- 
ferent nations of Europe. South America and the Southern 
part of North America, were peopled by colonies from Spain 
and Portugal ; the eastern part of North America by colonies 
from Englftud, France, and Holland. America at the time of 
its discovery, was inhabited by a rude, barbarous, and war. 
like people, whom Columbu9 and his followers named In« 
dians. They considered the Spaniards as a superior race of 
beings, and treated them with all the kindness and hospitali- 
ty of which native innocence is capable. But their kind. 

* Columbus was bom at Genoa in 1447. From long and close 
application to the study uf Geography, he became fully convinced 
that there was a new continent in the west. To determine this 
p(»int, h0 resolved un a voyage of discovery. He first applied to 
the government of Genoa fur assistance, but without success; he 
next applied to the government of Portugal, but his applications 
were here rejected ; he next applied to Ferdinand and Isabella, the 
sovereigns of Castile and Arragon. who furnished him with three 
small vessels a.i)d 90 men. He saHed from PaloS in Spain, the 3d of 
August, 1492, Olid discovered San Salvador, the most easterly of 
the Bahama Isles, Oct. I2th, 1492. . He made four voyages of^dis- 
covery to thi« continent, and died at Valladolid in 1506, aged 59.

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North American Indians, 

Q. How does North America compare with the other 
Grand Divisions of the Globe ? 

A. It is the third in extent of the five Grand 
Di^ions of the globe, being 4,500 miles in length, 
and on an average 2,500 miles in breadth ; con- 
taining about 8,000,000 square miles. 

Q. For what is North America distinguished 7 
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A. For the number and size of its rivers and 
]akes, and its extended ranges of mountains. 
Q. What i» the climate of North America 7 

A. It is various ; the part north of 50° is a bar- 
ren and frozen region ; the country being covered 
with snow and ice, a great part of the year. The 
part between 50*^ and 35°, is subject to extremes 
of heat and cold, but produces in abundance, in 
most parts, grass, grain, and various kinds of fi'uit. 
South of 35^, the climate is warm, producing rice, 
cotton, tobacco, indigo, sugar-cane, and tropical 
fruits, as oranges, lemons, pine apples and figs. 

Q. What is the probable population of North America 7 

A. It is supposed to be about 20,000,000 ; con- 
sisting of Whites, Negroes, and Indians. 

Q. Who inhabit the northern and western parts of North 
America 7 

A. Yarious Indian tribes, among whom the 
Whites have erected trading houses for the pur- 
pose of procuring furs and skins. 

Q. What is the character of the N. American Indians ? 

A. They are of a cof^r complexion, tall, 
straight, and capable of enduring great fiitigue. 
'^They are faithful and generous to their friends, 
but cruel and implacable to their enemies. Their 
principal employment is hunting, fishing, and 
war. 

Respecting the northern part of North America, nothing 
is known wiih any degree of certainty* During a few years 
past, several attempts have been niado to sail roond thiS 
northern part of North America, into the Pacific, or in otlier 
words, to find a northwest passage ; all of which have betfn^ 
unsuccessful. Capt. Parry, having entered Bairow*s strait, 
sailed to the 106^ W. longitude, where he discovered a large 
island, which he named Melville, but was unable to proceed 
farther, on account of ice. Mackenzie, Heame, Franklin, 
and others, have attempted to explore this region by land. 
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but noDO have ^en able to penetrate these fearful abodes of 
perpetual ice and enow.

The United States are the most interesting and 
important division of the western continent ; and 
are distinguished for the excellence of 4;heir gov- 
ernment, — ^the rapid increase of the population, — 
and for the intelligence, industry, and enterprise of 
the inhabitants. 

In extent of territory, the United States rank 
among the first political divisions of the globe. 
They are 30DQ miles in length from east to west, 
and 1700 miles in breadth, from north to south ; 
embracing almost every variety of climate, surface, 
soil, and production. .^ 

The commerce of the United States ranks next 
to Great Britain. It extends to all nations, and to. 
every clime. The chief articles of export, are 
cotton, tobacco, wheat, flour, rice, fish, ashes, lum- 
ber,, and navaj stores. The chief articles of im- 
port, are wodl^is, cottons, silks, teas, coffee, sugar, 
spirits, spices and wines, lu 1831, the foreign 
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and domestic exports amounted to 80,372,566 dol- 
lars ; the imports to 97,032,858 dollars. 

HisTORT. — The United States were settled principally by 
emigrants from Great Britain. They were all included with- 
in the English patent, and claimed by the English crown. 
They were styled ** British colonies in North America,** and 
remained in subjection to the English goTemment till 1775. 

From the first settlement of this country, the English gov. 
emment treated the inhabitants of these colonies as a distinct 
and subordinate class of subjects, and considered their inter* 
est entirely subservient to the aggrandizement and prosperity 
of the mother country ; and after the conquest of Canada, they 
began to exercise an undue authority over them, and to inter, 
fere in their civil concerns in a manner which excited the 
most serious alarm. 

The English government claimed the right of taxing the 
colonies, although they allowed them no participation in their 
legislative councils'. The colonies denied this right, and con. 
tended that ** taxation and representation were inseparable ; 
and that they could not be safe if their property could be taken 
from theifi without their consent.** 

After various oppressive acts on the part of the English go* 
vernment, the colonists resolved to support their rights by 
force of arms. The first battle was fought at Lexington, on the 
19th of April, 1775. In 1776, they declared themselves free 
and independent, under the name of ** The UNrrED States ov 
America.** In ] 783, January 20th, peace was settled between 
the two nations, — when Great Britain acknowledged the Uni- 
ted States to be free, sovereign^ and independent. 

In May, 1787, a Convention oi delegates from the several 
states met at Philadelphia, for the purpose of forming a con. 
stitution adequate to the exigencies of government, and the 
preservation of the Union. George Washington was unani. 
mously elected President of this body of illustrious statesmen ; 
and after four months deliberation, they agreed upon a consti. 
tution, which was adopted by toe several states in 1789, and 
has been the source of unexampled prosperity. 



Government. — ^The government of the United States is a 
federal republic; formed by the union* of the several states, 
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for the piupose of mutual safety and dafance, uadar the gene- 
ral power of a Congress. 

[Each state is independent, with distinct laws for itself, and 
has the exclusive control of all local eoneenu : but the defence 
of the country, the regulation of commerce, and all the general 
intereete of the confederacy, are committed by the constitutioa 
of the United States to a general government.] 

The laws of the United States are made by a Congress, 
which consists of a Senate and House of Representatives, and 
is termed the legislative power. 

The laws are executed by a President ; who is assisted by 
the Secretary of State, the Secretary of War, of the Navy, 
and of the Treasury, and is called the executive power. 

The President is chosen for four years, by delegates elected 
for that purpose by the people, and equal in number for each 
state, to the meittbers it sends to Congress. 

The Vice President is chosen in the same manner, and for 
the same length of time. 

The Senate consists of two members from each state, cho« 
sen by the legislatures thereof for six years. > 

The Mfiprueniatives are chosen for two years, by the peo. 
pie of each state, according to their population : 47,700 inha. 
bitants being entitled to one Representative. 

The Federal Judiciary is the power which explains and ap- 
plies the laws, and is independent of the legislature. It con- 
sists of a supreme court held at Washington, and a district 
court in each state. The Judges of the supreme court of the 
United States, and the inferior officers of government, are ap. 
pointed by the President, with the approbation of the Senate.

But in the 
United States there is no established form of religion; every 
individual is left to the free enjoyment of his own religion, 
and is at liberty to worship God agreeabl;* to the dictates ol 
his own conscience. The inhabitants are divided into a great 
variety of sects, the principal of which are Congregationalists, 
Presbyterians, Episcopalians, Baptists, Methodists, ^ermac 
Lutherans, Unitarians, and Friends.

It is well situated for commerce, and carries on 
a considerable trade with the West Indies, and with 
the Northern and Southern States. 
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Chief 7V>u)n5.— Hartford is pleasantly sitaated on the 
Connecticut River, 50 miles from its mouth, in the midst of a 
beautiful and fertile country. During a iew years past, it nas 
rapidly increased in commerce, population and wealth. It 
contains a number of elegant public buildings ; among which 
are several beautiful churches, a state-house, and market. 

New-Haven is beautifully situated on a bay of the same 
name, 4 miles from Long Island Sound. It is regularly laid 
out, and contains a number of elegant buildings, and is one of 
the most beautiful towns in the United States. 

New London is situated on the Thames, j3 miles from its 
mouth. It has a considerable amount of shipping, and one of 
the best harbors in New England. 

Norwich is finely situated at the head of sloop navigation 
on the river Thames, 14 miles N-. of New London. It is a 
beautiful and romantic town, and is rapidly increasing in man*, 
ufactures and population. 

Middletown is pleasantly situated on the Connecticut, 31 
miles from its mouth. It has a considerable share of com- 
merce, and is noted for the extent and variety of its manu^ 
factures. 

Litchfield, 30 miles W. of Hartford, is the seat of a cele^ 
bratcd Law School, which was established in 1784^ by the 
Hon. Tapping Reeve. 

StafiTord, 27 miles N. E. of Hartford, is distinguished for 
its iron works and mineral Waters.

The middle states arc distinguished for agri- 
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culture^ mamifacUircs^ and commerce^ and Ibr 
thek numerous and extensive canals^ which opea 
Qti easy \v4itei' conununicaliou through all parts 
of the interior. 

In most parts they have a rich, fertile soil, and a 
•mild And healthy climate. Wheat is the most 
iinpoi^a^it production ; but rye, oats, barley, In- 
dian i:or?i, buck-zoheaij beans, flax, and hempj 
•lire expensively cultivated. The climate is adapt- 
•ed tolhe growth of various kinds of excellent fruit ; 
upples^ pears, and peaches, are produced in abun- 
dance. 

In the dtate of New Yotk great attention has been given to 
education. Common schools are eetablished and supported 
by law in every town, and ample provision is made for the 
cducatlDn of ail classes of society. Besides the common 
schools, there are about one hundred academies and high 
schools. All the public literary institutions of New York are 
united in one body^ under the name of the University, and are 
under the superintendence of a body of literary men, called 
" the Regents of the University of New York." In Penn- 
sylvania, considerable has been done for the establishment 
and support of common schools, and many parts of the state 
are well supplied with the flieans oi elementary instruction. 
In New Jersey and Delaware, public attention has been turn, 
ed to th« subject of common schools, and exertions have re. 
^cently been made for their establishment in every town. 

Within a flew years the people of the Middle States have 
given great attention to the construction of rail-roads. Seve- 
ral of them are of great extent. The Hudson and Mohawk 
rail. road, extends from Albany to Scheneotady ; length 15 
miles. The Schenectady and Saratoga raikroad from Sche- 
nectady to Saratoga Springs, 21 miles. The New^Castle and 
iTrenchtown railroad from New.Castle to Elk river, 16^ 
grilles. The Mauch Chunk ralLroad, from the coal mines 
vimr.Mauch Chunk to the Lehigh river, 9 miles. These are 
in successful operation. Several others are in progress, and 
•will soon be completed. More than 40 companies are ineor- 
fiora^d for the construction of rail-roads in varioui parts of 
the Middle States.

In commerce, population and wealth, N. York 
is the first state in the Union. The eastern part 
of the state is uneven and hilly ; the northern is 
mountainous ; and the western, level. 

The soil in many parts is fertile, well fitted for 
agriculture or grazing. The climate in the north- 
ern part is cold ; in other psurts of the state it ig 
mild and generally healthy. 

There ore several salt gjrringe in this state, from which are 
manufactured vast quantities of salt. The most noted are 
those of Salina, 150 miles W. of Albany. 

The most celebrated mineral sprin/rs are those of Saratoga, 
32 miles N. of Albany, and those of Ballstown, 7 miles S. W. 
of Saratoga. During the warm season, these springs are the 
resort of the sick, gay and fashionable from various parts of 
the United States. At New Lebanon, 27 miles S. £. of Alba, 
ny, are wann springs, much frequented f9r bathing. 

The falls ot Niagara, in tlie river of the same name, be- 
tween lake Erie and lake Ontario, surpass all others on the 
globe. The river is three quarters of a mile in width, and 
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fiils perpendicularly over a precipice 160 feet. In the Mo. 
hawk, S miles from its mouth, are the Cohoes falln. 

Towns, — Albany is finely simatcd on the Hudson, 160 
miles north of the city of New York, at the point where the • 
Champlain and Erie canals unite wiih the Hudson. 

New York is situated on the southern point of Manhattart 
island. It is the most populous city in the United States ; and 
one of the first commercial cities on the globe. 

Hudson is finely situated for trade, 30 miles south of Alba* 
ny, at the head of ship navigation on the Hudson. 

Newburgh, *Poughkeepsie, Troy, Catskill, and Waterford, 
are places of considerable trade. 

The towns in the interior and western parts of the state, 
during a few years past, have increased in population with 
unexampled rapidity. 

Utica, 93 miles N. W. of Albany, on the Mohawk, is a 
flourishing and commercial city. 

Sackct*s Harbor is situated at the mouth of Black river, 
176 miles N. W. of Albany. Its harbor is the best on Lake 
Ontario. 

Rochester, situated at the falls in Oen^see river, 6 miles 
from its mouth, at the place where the Erie Canal crosses the 
river, is one of the most flourishing towns in the state. The 
first house was erected in 1812.

The commerce of Kew Jersey is small ; but its 
'inanufactuies, in proportion to its population, ex- 
tceed those of half the larger states. 
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The state is level in the south, uneven and 
hilly in the middle, and mountainous in the north. 
The middle part of the sta,te is extremely fertile. 
New Jersey is noted for its excellent cider and 
fruit. 

Towns. — ^Trenton, situated at the head of tide waters on 
the Delaware, is a place of considerable trade and manufac^ 
tures. 

New Brunswick is pleasantly situated on the Raritan, 14 
miles from its mouth. It is the most commercial town in the 
state. 

Newark, on the Passaic, 9 miles W. of New York, is one 
of the most beautiful towns in the U. States. It is distin* 
guished for the manufacture of shoes and leather. 

Princeton, 11 miles N. E. of Trenton, is situated on the 
great road between New York and Philadelphia. It is a 
pleasant town and contains a number of elegant buildings. It 
is the seat of Nassau Hall, or New Jersey College, one of the 
most Respectable and flourishing literary institutions in the 
United States. 

Burlington is pleasantly situated on the Delaware river, It 
miles N. E. of Philadelphia. It is well built, and has con. 
siderable manufactures and trade. 

Elizabethtown is situated on Elizabethtown creek, in the 
midst of a beautiful and fertile country. It contains several 
handsome buildings and has considerable commerce. 

Patterson is situated on the Passaic river, 15 miles N. \V» 
of New York. It is a flourishing town, and the seat of very 
important manufacturing establishments. 

[The Passaic Falls at this place, are the greatest curiosity 
in this state. The river is 40 yards wide, and falls perpem 
dicularly 70 feet in one entire sheet; presenting a scene of 
singular beauty and grandeur.

The Southern States, in extent of territory, far 
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mirpass the Eastern or Middle States; and are 
distinguished for their valuable produictione, nu- 
Jiierous slaves, and for the amount of their ex- 
ports. 

The eastern parrt of the Southern States, va- 
rying from 60 to 200 miles in breadth, is a low, 
«andy plain^ and generally barren, except near the 
rivers and sounds. The interior is hilly arid 
mountainous, and has a rich and fertile soil. The 
•climate, in the eastern part, is warm and unhealthy ; 
in the interior it is mild and salubrious. 

Wheats tohaccoy and IndiUncorn are the prin- 
cipal productions in the norXhern pait ; rice^ cotton^ 
and siigQrm the southern ; and pitchy tar, turpen- 
tine, and lumber in the eastern part. 

Th& eastern part, or low country, is inhabited principally by 
planters, who live on large plantations, at a considerable dis.

' The most important mineral found in the Southern States is 

.gold. In 1831, there-were coined at the mint of the United 

. States 518,000 dollars from the gold region of the Southern 

States. Of this amount of gold, 26,000 dollars were received 

from Virginia,— 294,000 dollars from North Carolina,— 22,000 

.dollars from South Carolina, — and 176,000 dollars from Geor- 

gia.

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 




A View of the CapitoL 
The District of Columbia is ten miles square, 
lying on both sides of th« Potomac riv«r, 120 
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*^miles from its mouth. It was given to t}ie United 
States by Maryland and Virginia, in 1790 ; and 
in 1800 it became the seat of the^ General Gov- 
ernment. 

It contains Washington^ Alexandria, and Geerge- 
town. 

Washington, the Capital of the United States, is situated 
■on the Potomac, 300 miles, by the course of river and bay, 
from the ocean. The city is laid out on a regrular plan, and 
when completed, it will be one of the most beautiful and 
commodious cities on the globe. The Capitol for the meet, 
ings of Congress is situated on Capitol square, at the headvof 
Pennsylvania avenue. It is constructed of freestone, and 
composed of a centre and two wings. The length of the 
whole is 350 feet ; depth of the wings 121 feet; height to 
the top of the dome 120 feet. The Senate-chamber in the 
north wing is a semi-circle of 74 feet in. length, and 42 in 
height. The iRepresentatives* chamber in the south wing is 
also a semi-circle ^5 feet in iength and. 60 in height. The 
Tresident^e house is two stories high with a lofty basemeni* 
and 180 teet long by 85 wide. 

( In August, 1814, Washington was taken by the British un- 
Mer General. Ross, who set fire to the Capitol, President's 
house, and other public offices. The library of Congress 
was burnt at this time, and that of Mr. Jefferson was subse- 
quently purchased to replace it) 

Alexandria is situated on the west bank of the Potomac,* 6 
miles south of Washington. It has an extensive trade, prin. 
. cipally in flour. 

- Georgetown is situated on the Potomac, three miles west^f 
Washington. . It is a. handsome town, and has a considerable 
trade.

They generally 
have a rich, fertile soil, and ofren extend farther than the eye can 
Beech. In Asia.Uiese pbins are called Steppes^ and in South Amer- 
'-Ica, Pampa*. 
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for the rapid increase of their population. They 
are generally level, except in the eastern part of 
Tennessee and Kentucky. 

The principal productions are wheat hud^maizii 
in the northern part; cotton, hemp and tobacco 
in the middle / and rice, cotton and sugar in the' 
southern part. 

Fossil coal is found in various parts ; and there 
are numerous salt springs, from which salt i» 
manufactured in large quantities. 

The woods and forests abound in wild animals^- 
and the rivers are well stored with fish. 

These States are nat generally supplied with common' 
schools ; but provisions have recently been made for their 
establishment in almost every town. 

Numerous remains of fortifications and mounds of earth 
are found in various parts of the Western States. The con. 
stniction of these, shows that they were bfiiit by men accuse 
tomed to labor, and who possessed considerable knowledge 
in the business of fortifications. They must have been erect, 
^d at a remote period, as trees several hundred years old are 
often seen growing upon them. When and by whom they 
were erected is entirely unknown.

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land, levees or artificial embankments of earth arfe 
jraised, from five to thirty feet in height, on the 
banks of the river.

The climate is warm, and in most parts un- 
healthy.

Mammoth Cave. 

Nearly ihe whole of Kentucky rests on abed of lime stone, 
six or eight feet below the surface. Through the apertures ' 
in this lime stone, streams frequently sink into the earth and 
entirely disappear. 

There are many remains of ancient fortifications and mounds 
in this state ; and in Big Bone valley, 29 miles S. W. of New- 
port, have been discovered many bones of the Mammoth of 
an enormous size. 

There are numerous caves in Kentucky; one called Mam- 
moth cave, near Green river, has been explored to the distance 
of 10 miles. From the earth at the bottom of these caves, 
arc manufactured large quantities of saltpetre. 

Towns. — Frankfort is situated oh the Kentucky river, 60 
miles from its mouth. It is a pleasant and beautiful town.

The territories of the United States ar§ of two kinds. 
The first kind includes those districts in which civilized Fet. 
tlements have commenced, but the number of inhabitants be- 
ing less than 60,000, (which entitles them, to form a constitu- 
tion for themselves, and to send members to Congress,) — they 
are governed by a provisional legislature, and a Governor, 
who is appointed by the President of the United States. 
They can send a delegate to Cpngreas, who has a right to 
speak, bat not to vote. There are three territories of this de- 
scription ; viz. Florida, Michigan, and Arkansas. The sec- 
ond kind includes those tracts of country, over which the 
United States claim the right of sovereignty, though inhabited 
only by Indians. There are three of this kind, viz. North 
WiBBt Territory, Missouri Territory, and Oregon Territory.

Lower Canada was sealed. iti 1608, by the 
French, at Cluebec ; in whose possession it re- 
mained until 1759, when it was taken by the 
English, in whose power it still conlinncs* 

Lower Canada is mostly an uneven and moun- 
taioous proviiice, but has generally a feiliie soil, 
especially in the valleys. A large part of it is still 
k wilderness, inhabiind by Indians. 

The prhicipal settlements are in the vale of the 
St. Lawrence. The greater part of the French 
p:)})ulation is confined lutbe northern Lank of the 
St. Lawrence, between Montreal and Quebec. 

The extremes of heat and cold are excessive. 
Winter generally commences in November, and 
lasts till April. The spring is usually three weeks 
earlier at Montreal than at duebec. 

The principal articles of export oxe Jish^furs, 
potash and lumber. 

The falls of Montmorency, 9 miles below Quebec, are the 
greatest curiosity in Lower Canada. .The ri/er pours over a 
precipice to the astonishing depth of 246 feet, exhibiting a 
scene of woqdprful beauty and grandeur. 

Chief Totons, — Quebec is thb capital, not only of Lower 
Canada, but uf all British America. It is situate^^oii the riv. 
er St. Lawrence, 370 miles from the ocean. ^ It is divided 
into two parts, the Upper and Lower Town, and is strongly 
defended, both by nature and art* 

Montreal is situated on an island of the same name, in the 
river St. Lawr^zKe, 1@0 miles above Quebec, and 200 below 
lake Ontario, It .has an extensive commerce, principally in 
furs ; and is the gieat mart of the trade that is carried on be- 
tween the United States and Canada.

Mexico is a large, rich, and populous country^ 
MA is noted for the fertility of its soil, for its valu^ 
able productions, and for its numerous and exten- 
sive mines of gold and silver.* 

The surface is very irregular. Thesbores are 
low and flat y — ^but the interior rises into a lofty 
plain^. or table land, 6 or 8,000 feet high, and 
1,700 in length.

Mexico, .when discovered by Europeans, was the seat of 
,a powerful empire, and inhabited by a brare and warlike peo- 
ple who were acquainted with many of the arts, and had.made 
consideral^le advances in civilization. Many remains of their 
monuments and buildings still exist. The most celebratod 
among them is the Pyramid of Cholula, 70 miles E. of Mexico, 
ilt consists of 4 stories or terraces; and is 177 feet high, and 
1,433 feet.broad. It is built of unbutnt.bricks. On the top 
..of the Pyramid was a temple in which they offered human 
.aacrificea to the sun. 

This vast country was conquered bv. the Spaniards under 
-Fernando Cortez in 1521. . It was called New Spain, and re- 
mained a Spanish Province till 1821, when the nation declared 
itself independent, and established a repubiicaa form of gov* 
emment. 

. Towns. — ^Mexico is the most ancient, and one of the most 
populous cities in America. It is situated near lake.Tezcuce, 
in a delightful valley, which is 230 miles in circumference, 
and elevated more than 7)000 feet above the level of the 
ocean, [t is regidarly built in the form of a sqi^e, of four 
miles on each' side. It is distinguished for the width and 
regularity of its streets, the splendor of .its pubUc edifices, 
and for its mint, at which more money is coined than at any 
.other in the world. 

Guanaxnatois a large and flourishing city, 150 miles N. W. 
of Mexico. The ground on which the city is built, is about 
. 7,000 feet above the level of the sea. It is distinguished for 
its gold and silver mines. 

*Puebla is situated on a large plain, 70 miles S. £. of Mex. 
ico. The city is regularly laid out, and contains many eisgaar 
buildings. The ground on which it stands is elevated itere 
dian 7,000 feet above the level of the ocean. ; It is fiuvons 
for its manufactures of earthen ware, iron and steel. 

fZacatecas is situated in a mountainous country, 240 mjUes 
N. W. of Mexico. It is one of the most celebrated mining 
places in Mexico. 

Vera Cna, the principal port on the Gulf of Mexico, is a 
place of great trade. .It Is unhealthy, and has a poor.harbor.

-months, from May tiU December-; but during the remainder 
of the year, the weather is serene and pleasant, and the tem- 
■perature cool and delightful,-;- thus constituting one of ths 
most healthy and agreeable climates on the globe. During 
the month's of August and €)eptember, these islands are sub. 
■ ject to dreadful hurricanes, wl^ch often do extensive injury, 
^Bo to earthquakes and violent thunder. 

More than three-fourths of the population are Africaft 
-slaves. The white onhabitants are mostly planters, and are 
^generally wealthy, and are noted for frankness, generosity, 
and hospitality. 

The West India islands are usually . divided in the Greater 
and Little Antilles, — the Bahamas, — and iheCaribbean islands. 
Except Hayti, they all belong to some European power, — 
; principally to Great Britain, France, and Spain.

A. Since the provinces have become independent, great at.

It was taken by the Spaniards under Pi- 
zarro, in 1534. tt contained a magnificent temple of the sun, 
and other edifices, decorated with gold, and adorned with the 
idols of the various nations subdued by the Incas. The city 
still preserves many monuments of its ancient grandeur.

It is well built, and rapidly in- 
creasing in commerce, population and wealth. ' The La Pla- 
ta is here 30 miles wid^^ but the navigation is dangerous, ow- 
ing to frequent storms. Buenos A^yrea is celebrated for the 
mildness and salubrity pf its climate. 

fMonte Video is siiviated 120 mil^A £. of Buenos Ayres. It 
has the best harbor on the La Piata^ , It has a considerable 
trade, principally in hides, tallow, and dried beef. '

Among the 
Andes in Chili are fourteen volcanoes which are in a constant 
state, of eruption. Earthquakes frequently happen, which 
often do extensive injury. 

The ArieanianSfUa independent tribe of warlike Indians, 
inhabit the southern part of Chili. They are distinguished 
for theit love of Hberty, bravery and humanity. 

Towns, — Santiago was founded in the year 1541. Itii 
situated in the midst of a beautiful plain, about 90 miles from 
Valparaiso. Its houses are built of brick, and only one story, 
on account of earthquakes. It has considerabliB trade. Its 
inhabitants are distinguished for gayety and hospitality. 

Valparaiso, the port of Santiago, is the most commercial 
city in Chili. It has' an excellent harbor, and considerablo 
trade.

3,300,000 square miles.

Q. What is the state of education ? 

A. Instead of being diffused through all ranks 
of society, as in the United States, it is confined to 
the higher and middle classes, who spare no pains 
pr expense in acquiring a liberal and finished edu- 
cation ; but the lower classes are generally igno- 
rant, superstitious and degraded. 

[In some parts of Europe, no provision has been made for 
the education of the lower class, and it is seldom a person 
ean be found among them, who is able either to read or write. 
Th^ countries best provided with schools for the instruction 
of the poor, are Scotland, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, Ger. 
many, Prussia and Switzerland. In many of these, paritk 
ichools are kept, similar to those in the United States.]

Laplander Travelling, 

Lapland occupies the northern part of Norway, 
Sweden and Russia. It is a cold, gloomy, and 
barren region, and very thinly inhabited. 
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The principal wealth of the inhabitants, is the 
rein deer, which supplies them with food and 
clothing, and serves also as a beast of burden. 

In the northern part, the sun does not set during several 
vreeks in summer, and does not rise for the same length of 
time in the winter. 

The Laplanders are under no regular government, and 
are a miserable, ignorant and superstitious race. They live 
in small huts, half sunk in the ground; in the middle of 
which they build their fire, and sit around it on their heels. 
They place their food on the ground, and eat it with their fin- 
gers. In the winter they make long excursions on the ice, in 
sledges drawn by rein deer.

^ Although Poland has ceased to constitute an independent and 
■ingle state, still the countiy is distinoUy separated fiom thos« 
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Poland is a cold, level, and fertile country, and 
is noted for its extensive mines of salt. 

The salt mine of Wieliczka, 7 miles S. E. of Cracow, is 
the largest in the world, and has been worked 600 years. 
The principal mine is more than a mile in length, about 1000 
feet broad and 1,500 feet deep. The quantity of salt produced 
yearly at these mines is valued at 800,000 dollars. The mines 
exhibit a spacious plain with lofty Vaulted roofs, supported by 
columns of salt, which have been left standing by the work- 
men. Since 1772 these mines have been in the possession o 
Austria. 

which surround it, by national character, language, and, manners ; 
it is still the land of the Poles, although its detached fragments 
have become Russian, Austrian, or Prussian provinces, contaimng 
about 15,(i00,0(X) Poles. Poland derives its natae from Pohlen, a 
Sclavonic word, signifying ei plain. 

Poland Was formerly a large, powerful, and indepfendeat king- 
dom, but for many centuries past, it has been remarkable for its 
miserable condition. It contained 4^4,(XKX8quare miles, and about 
15,000,000 inhabitants. In 1772, Poland became distracted by in- 
ternal dissensions. This furnished Russia, Austria, and Prussia, 
with a pretence for interference. They accordingly took possession 
of a larffe portion of the country, and divided it between them. ' In 
1793, they interfered a second time, and dismembered a second 
portiun. In 1795, they interfered a third time, and divided the re- 
mainder of the country between them. Thus by an act of the 
grossest injustice, Poland was blotted out of the list of kingdoms. 
In 1815, the Congress of Vienna erected a small portion of the 
central part of ancient Poland — containing 47,000 square miles, and 
2,800,000 inhabitants— into a state, by the name cf the "Kingdom 
of Poland," and placed it lihder the govemmentroi the emperor of 
Russia, who in-consequence, added to his title, ** king of Poland." 
A Polish constitution was soon issued by the Emperor Alexan- 
der, consisting of 165 articles, which, if faithfully executed, would 
have promoted the welfare of Poland. But these articles were 
basely violated by the Russians, and the most unjust cruelties wers 
inflicted on the brave Poles. At length, on the 29th of November, 
1830, an insurrection broke out at Warsaw, and quickly extended 
throughout the kingdom and other parts of ancient Poland. A 
powerful Russian army immediately invaded the country, and after 
a short but severe struggle for independence, the Poles were sub- 
dued ; and by a proclamation of the emperor Nicholas, in 1832, 
Poland was incorporated with Russia, and has since fomied an in- 
tegml part of that mighty empire. 
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Character. The nobles are brave, hardy and active, but il- 
literate, haughty, and extremely fond of drees. The peasants* 
are ignorant, indolent, improvident, addicted to intoxication, 
and of course poor. 

Towns. — Warsa.'.v, the capital of the late kingdom of Po. 
land, is pleasantly situated on the Vistula. It has a melan- 
choly appearance, exhibiting a singular contrast of wealth and 
poverty, of luxury and distress, which pervade every part of 
this unhappy country. 

Cracow is well situated on the Vistula, and has an extensive 

J'nland trade. In 1815, Cracow, with a small territory adja- 
lent, was constituted^ a free state, or republic, under the pro- 
tection of Russia, Austria and Prussia.

The most celebrated mineral production in 
Prussia is amber, which is found on the shores of 
the Baltic. 

Prussia possesses a large extent of territory in 
the western part of Germany, lying on both sides 
of the Rhine, and bordering on Holland and 
Belgium.!

of the confederation are confided to a Federative Diet, which 
holds its sessions at Frankfort-on-the-Maine. 

[The states are bound to defend each other in case of for- 
eign invasion ; and engage not io make war upon one an- 
other, but to submit their differences to the decision of the 
Federative Diet.]

Toton«.— Madrid is situated on the *M anzanares, a small 
branch of the Tagus. It has neither commerce, nor manu. 

It 
is the most elevated capital in Europe, being about half a 
mile higher than the level of the sea; 

Cadiz is situated on the island of Loop, and is the first 
commercial city in Spain. Jt^has an excellent harbor, and is 
the centre of trade for America and the West Indies.

329, Constantine the great, enoperor of the Romans^ transfeited the 
seat of empire from Rome to Byzantium, or Constantinople. ThSi 
was then called the Byzantine or Eastern Roman empire. Is 
1453, the Turks took Constantinople, and put an end to the Byzan- 
tine empire. Since the eonquest of the country, the Turks have 
ever treated the Greeks with the greatest cruelty and oppression. 
They were looked upon by their insolent masters as an imerior race 
of beings, and only fit to perform the lowest offices of drudgeiy. 
The Greeks submitted to these oppressive acts, till 1821, when - 
they revolted from the Tuikish yoke, asserted their independence, 
and established a republican govendnent. The Turks attempted 
to reduce them to sulijection; a destructive war ensued, wbich 
lasted several years ; lit length the governments of Russia, ¥Vimoe, 
and England interfered, and the Sultan of Turkey was compelled 
to consent to the ind^endenoe of Greece. Since that time, the 
Groeks have succeeded in establishmg an efficient government, 
and are at this time, cofmparatively speaking, to a prosperous and

ARABIA.

Arabia consists chiefly of immense deserts, in- 
terspersed with fertile spots like islands. It has 
no large rivers or lakes, and in many places it is 
destitute of water. 

It is divided mto 3 parts, viz. Arabia Petr€Ba^ 
in the north-western part; Arabia Deserta, em- 
bracing the interior and north-eastern part ; and 
Arabia Felix, in the southern part. 

The climate is excessively warm on the plain£^ 
and'ftubject to a destructive wind called tlio Sarai- 
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el or Simoom, but mild and healthy on the moun- 
tains. 

The principal productions of Arabia ate coffee, 
gum-ar-a-bic^ frankincense^ myrrh and aloes. 

The most useful animal of Arabia, is the *cafnelj 
and next to this, the horse, which is celebrated for 
beauty, svtdftness, hardiness, and docihty; 

Character. — The Arabtt are an ignorant, savage and bar- 
barous people. Those di^ the coast are pirates ; those in the 
interior are robbers. During the middle ages they were call- 
ed Saracens, and were distinguished for learning and science, 
but at present they are so Uliterate, that but few can be fdbnd 
who are able eithiBrto read or write. 

Towns.-^'M.ECCA is situated in a narrow valley, 40 miles 
from the Red Sea. It is a well built city and is celebrated 
as the birth place of Mahomet. It is supported by pilgrims 
who resort thither from all parts of the Mahotnetafi World. 

Medina, 180 miles N. of Mecca, is celebrated for contain- 
ing the sepulchre of Mahomet. 

Mocha is the principal seaport of Arabia, and* is <;erebrated 
for its excellent coffee.

and is beautifully diverrffied with mountains, 
plains, hills and vsdieys. It is famous ^r its winesfj, 
fruit^^ pomegranatesy and olives. 

Agriculture is much neglected. The chieff 
manufactures are carpets^ sUkSi ^tnd leather. 

InhabiUmta. — The population aonsiets of Turtfl. Greek^i, 
Armemafns^QWBv Curds, and Arabians. The ']^rkaarethe 
culing peopie, and lilie those of Turkey in Europe, are hon- 
est, grave, and hospitable to strangers ; but haughty* bigotejii 
indolent, and revengeful.

Aleppa, the capital of .^yri^, is situated about 7^ miles 
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from tlie Mediterradean, and is the largeist city in Asiatie 
Turkey- It has a considerable share of commerce^ and ii 
distinguished for its manufactures of silk and cotton. 

Bagdad, once the renovsiied seat of the Caliphs, and one of 
the most splendid cities in the world, is situated on the Ti- 
gris, 300 miles N. W, of Bassora. It is the resort of Cara. 
vans from India, Persia, and Arabia* but retains little of its 
ancient splendor. ' • 

Damascus is delightfully situated in the midst of a fertile 
plain, about 50 miles from the sea. It id celebrated for its 
manufacture of silk and cotton goods. It has an extensive 
commerce by means of caravans, and is one of the best built 
cities in the Turkish Empire. 

Jeniealemt tl^e ancient Capital of Judea, is situated about 
40 miles from the Mediterranean. It was once the metropo- 
lis of the powerful kingdom of David and Solomon, and 
had its temples built of the cedar of Lebanon, and ornament, 
ed with the gold of Ophir. It retains but little of its former 
splendor, and is distinguished for being the resort of pilgrimir 
from various parts of the Christian world. 

Palmyra, or Tadmor in the wilderness, is situated in tbe 
Syrian dodert, about 150 miles S. E. of Aleppo. It is now 
only distinguished for its magnificent ruins, which surpasfl 
all other remains of antiquity.

kingdoms of antiquity, at present exhibits scarcely 
a vestige of its former greatness. 

It consists principally of immense desert plains 
and barren mountains, interspersed with numerous 
salt lakes and marshes. It is generally destitute of 
trees and rivers. 

Some of the valleys and plains are fertile, and 
produce grain^ wine, sUkj tobacco^ fruttSy and 
drugs in abundance. 

The Persians are distinguished for the extent 
and variety of their manufactures, which consist 
of the most beq^tiful carpets^ brocade^^silk, shawls, 
porcelain, ^c.

The Banian Tree is the most eingttlar and |>6autifal pro. 
duction of India. Tbe branches extend to \he earth, and 
take root, and tlius form new trunks, so that each tree is a 
frove. One of these trees, on an island in the Nerbuddah 
-river, has 3,000 trunks, and 7,000 persons may repose under 
its shade. 

Hindoostan has long been celebrated ibr its diamondff 
which are found principally at Golconda. 

The British possessions in India consist of Bengal, Bahaj, 
and Benares, on the banks of the Granges^ ^ which Calcutta 
H the capital ; of other places on the coa«t «f Coremandel, 
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of which Madras is the capital ; of the island of Bombay, 
Sarat, and several districts on the Malabar coast, of wiilch 
Bombay is th6 capital. 

Ceylon belongs Id Great Britain. It is a rich, 
healthy, and fertile island, and is distinguished for 
the variety and value of its productions, the niost 
important of which are cinnamon, gingdr, pep- 
per, sugar, cotton, ^c. It has valuable pearl 
fisheries, and is rich in precious stones and gems. 

CotoTMBO, the capital, is a handsome and weU fortified 
place, but has a poor harbor. 




The Four Castes. 



Inhabitants. — The Hindoos are indolent, spiritless, and su- ~ 
perstitious. They are mild and servile to superiors, but 
haughty and cruel to their inferiors. They are the most in- 
genious manufi»cturers of muslins, silks, shawls, &>c. 

The Hindoos are divided into 4 classes or castes ; 1 . tn6 
Bramins,' or priests ; 2. tho soldiers ; 3. the merchants and 
agriculturists ; 4. the sudras or laborers. These castes are 
kept entirely distinct, and are never allowed to intermarry, 
or even to eat and drink with each other. 

Towns, — Calcutta is situated on the Hoogly; an outlet of 
the Ghinges« about 100 miles from its mouth. It has an ex. 
tensive commerce, and^ui one of the most splendid cities in 
Asia; 
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Benares, the ancient aeat of Brsminical learning, is aima. 
ted on the Ganges, 460 miles N. W. of Calcutta. It has an 
extensive trade in diamonds, gems, &c. and is a place of great 
health. 

Delhi, formerly the capital of Hindoostan, and seat of the 
Mogul empire^ is si^tuated on the Jumna, a branch of the 
Ganges.

The Empire of Japan consists of the islands of 
Niphon, Jesso, Kiusiu, and several smaller one» 
adjacent. 

It is a rich, populous, and remarkable Empire, 
holding no intercourse with any natioa except the 
Dutch and Chinese. 

The climate is mild and healthy, and the soil 
productive. Agriculture is held in high estimation, 
and no portioa of the soil, except the 4»ost baxrei* 
wastes, is le|it*iHicuUivated. 
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The chief productions are rice^ millet^ wheat^ 
barley^ ^c. It has valuable minfs of goldy sil- 
ver, iron, and copper : and most of the idands 
abound in coaL 

Inhabitants. — The Japanese are the most civUized people 
of Eastern Asia, and are remarkable for their industry and ' 
iilgenuity. They excel most nations in the manufacture of 
silk and cotton goods, and in. Japan and porcelain ware^^ 
Great attention is paid to education; and they have several 
schools for the higher branches, as Rhetorick, Astronomy, 
Ilfathematics, &.c. 

TotoiM.^-jEDo is a large, populous, and commercial city iit 
the eastern part of the island of I>{iphon. It is the seat of 
flourishing manufactures, and contains many splendid edi- 
fices. 

Miaco, the ecclesiastical and literary capital of the empire, 
is situated in the interior, 160 miles S. W. of Jedo. It has 
an extensive commerce, and is distinguished for the extent 
and value of its manufactures. 

Nangasaki, on the island of Kiusiu, is a largo and comraer. 
cial seaport, and the only place where the Dutch t^re permit, 
ted to trade.

This country A\'as formerly the seat cf the most 
powerful empire in Asia, under Ghcngis-Khan, 
'ramerl.me, and others, and still preseius many 
monuments of its ancient eivilizailn.

Character. — The Tartars are a wandering people, and 
rove from place to place, with their flocks and herds. Their 
employment consisis in tending their flocks, hunting and ex- 
ercismg with the bow and lance. They are ignorant and su- 
perstitious ; but brave, and remarkable for their hospitality to 
strangers and travellers. 

Ckief Toicn*.— Bukhara, the capital of Great Bukhara, is 
100 miles W. of Samarcand, on the Sogd. It contains many 
colleges for instruction in the Mahometan law. 

Samarcand is' situated on the Sogd, a branch of the Jihon 
or Amoo river. It was once the capital of the empire oi" 
Tamerlane, and was a celebrated seat of science^ but retains 
little of its former magnificence.

Siberia is a cold, desolate, forlorn and extensive 
region, and is inhabited by a number of barbarous 
tribes, who are subject to Russia. 

It is mostly a level country, consisting of vast 
plains, or steppes^ many of w^hich are entirely des- 
titute of vegetation. 

Siberia has rich mines of gold^ stiver^ copper j 
lead, and iron; and abounds in wild animals, 
many of which are highly valuable on account of 
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their fiira ; particularly the martin^ sahle^ heaver^ 
and ermine. Besides these, there are elks^ wolves^ 
bears, reindeer, foxes ^ hares, ^c. In Kamlchat- 
ka, dogs are used for drawing carriages. 

Character, — The inhabitants are generally ignorant, filthy, 
and barbarous. 

Towns, — Tobolsk, the capital of Siberia, is noted as a 
place of banishment for criminals sent from Russia, and is the 
centre of the Russian fur trade. 

Irkoutsk, the chief town of Eastern Siberia, is the pnnci. 
pal mart of commerce between Russia and China. It is the 
-most splendid and prosperous city of Siberia.

ASIATIC OR EAST INDIA ISLANDS

The Asiatic or East India Islands, are those" 
which lie between Asia and New Holland, and 
consist principally of five groups ; viz. 1. The 
Sunda isles. 2. The Molucca or Spice Islands. 
3. Celebes. 4. Borneo, and a number of small 
islands adjacent. 5. The Manillas, or Phillippine 
islands. 

Tlie soil in most of these islands is remarkably 
fertile, and produces in abundance the richest fiuits 
of the torrid zone, and the finest spices and gums. 

These islands are rich in minerals, and abound 
in wild animals, among which are the rhinoceros, 
tiger, orang-outang, and crocodile. 

The climate is extremely warm, and generally 
unhealthy especially to foreigners.

Australasia embraces New Holland, Van Die- 
men's Land, New Guinea, New Britain, New 
Ireland, Solomon's Island, New Hebrides, New 
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Zealand, and numerous smaller islands surround- 
ing them. 

NEW HOLLAND. 

New Holland is the largest island on the globe, 
being 2,600 miles in length, from east to west, and 
l,9l0 in Ireadth from north to south, containing 
3,000,000 square miles. s 

New Holland was discovered in 1606 by the 
Dutch. Little is known respecting the island, ex- 
cept the coasts. 

The climate is mild and healthy, and the soil 
fertile, producing wheats maize^ harley, oranges^ 
lemons^ and other tropical/rt/iV^. 

The country along the eastern coast, for an inde- 
finite extent, is claimed by Great Britain, and is 
called New South Wales. 

An lilnglish colony has been established at Port 
Jackson, or Botany bay ; consisting principally of 
convicts banished from Great Britain. 

The natives are fimall, ill shaped, and among the most de- 
graded of the human species. They have no regular religion, 
and but a faint idea of a future state. 

SipNEir is the chief town and capital of the English colony. 
Pop. 7,000. 

VAN UIEMEN's land. 

Van Diemen's Land is a healthy, fertile island, 
170 miles in length, and about 1 58 in breadth. — 
An English colony was established here in 1803, 
and in 1818, it contained about 6000 inhabitants, 
about one half of whom were convicts from G. 
Britain and New South Wales. 

The natives resemble those of New Holland Hobart 
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Town it the capital of the colony. It was laid out in 1804, 
and now contains a number of elegant baildings. 

PAPUA, OR NEW GUINEA. 

Little is known respecting New Guinea or the 
adjacent isknds. They are said to be populous 
and fertile, producing most of the fruits of the tor- 
rid zone. The inhabitants are negroes, and gen- 
erally resemble the people of New Holland. 

NEW ZEALAND. 

New Zealand consists of 2 large islands, separa- 
ted by Cook's strait. These islands are mountain- 
ous, and have a mild, healthy climate. 

The natives are tall, well formed, and possess uncommon 
sagacity and strength of mind. They are cannibals, and 
when proToked, are extremely ferocious. 

An EInglish settlement has been established here for intro. 
ducing the blessings of civilization and Christianity. The Da. 
tives manifest a strong desire for improvement, and have 
made considerable progress in the arts of civilized life.

Polynesia embraces the numerous islands of the 
Pacilic lying east of the Asiatic islands and Aus- 
tralasia. 

The principal groups are the Pelew islands, and 
the Ladrones, Carolinas, Sandwich islands, and 
Mul;irave's isles, lying north of the equator ; and 
the Marquesas, Society isles, Friendly isles, and 
Navigator's isles, south of the equator. 

These islands have generally a fertile soil, and a 
mild, healthy climate. The most important pro- 
ductions are the bread-fruit, cocoa nuts, bananas, 
oranges, c^c. 

The inhabitants are tall, well formed, and generally of ami. 
able dispositions. They were formerly Pagans, and were ac 
customed to sacrifice human victims to their gods. But in 
the Sandwich and Society Islands, they have destroyed their

A. It is the second of the five grand divisions 
of the globe, being 4,430 miles in length ; and 
4,140 in breadth, containing 11,500,000 square 
miles. 

Q. Between what degrees of latitude and longitude does 
Africa lie ? 

A. Between 3o^ S. latitude and 37i° N. lati- 
tude ; and between 18° W. longitude and 51° E. 
longitude. 

Q. Is Africa as enlightened and civilized now as it was in 
ancient times 7 

A. It is not. The inhabitants in the northern 
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part of Africa, were anciently among the most en- 
lightened on the globe. Ethiopia was much 
celebrated; Egypt brought to Europe the first 
germs of civilization, and Carthage extended her 
commerce over every part of the known world. 
But now, Africa is the least known, least civilized, 
and t(he least important of the five grand divisions 
of the globe. 

Q. To whftt is our knowledge of Africa principally con. 
fined? 

A. Principally to the countries lying on the 
coast; the interior being almost entirely unex- 
plored. 

Q. For what is Africa remarkable 7 

A. For its immense sandy deserts, which com- 
pose nearly one third of its surfece. The principal 
of which is Sahara, or Great Desert, which stretch- 
es from the Atlantic nearly to the Nile ; and is 
about 3,000 miles in length, and 1,000 in breadth. 

[The deserts are like seas, the sands being moved by the 
winds like waters ; and storms on them are more terrible and 
destructive than on the ocean. They have Oates, or fertile 
spots, like islands, which serve as resting and watering places 
for Caravans.] 



Q. By whom is Africa peopled ? 

A. The northern part, from the Mediterranean to the De. 
sert, is peopled by Moors and Arabs ; Egypt by Copts and 
foreigners ; Abyssinia by degenerate Arabs : die southem, 
western, and central parts, by the Negro race. 

Q. What wild animals are found in Africa ? 

A. Almost every species. Lions, tigers, elephants, pan 
thers, and hyenas reign undisturbed in its vast deserts. 

Its rivers abound with crocodiles and hippopotami. The 
largest and most venomous serpents are found here. The 
most useful of the tame animals is the camel.

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A. It is warmer than that of any other division of the globe, 
as ail its productions, both animal t^d vegetable* bear lesti. 
mony.

Pyramids and Sphynx. 
How is Egjrpt bounded ? What is its Capital ? 

Egypt is celebrated for its great antiquity ; for 
the early civilization of its inhabitants, and for be- 
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ing the parent of the arts and sciences. But like 
most seats of early renown, it has lost its former 
greatness, and is now distinguished for the magnifi- 
cence of its ruins. 

Egypt is divided into two parts, Upper and Low- 
er. Upper Egypt extends from Nubia to Cairo ; 
and Lower Egypt from Cairo to the Mediterranean. 

The cultivated part of Egypt, consists principally 
of a fertile vale, 15 or 20 miles in breadth, on both 
sides of the river Nile. The remainder of the 
country is mountainous and barren. 

The climate in summer is extremely warm ; in 
winter it is mild and agreeable. 

The chief productions are maize, rtce^ wheatj 
hartey^ cj-c, and most of the fruits of the torrid 
and temperate zones. 

Rain is very uncommon in Egypt, but owing to the annual 
flood of the Nile, and the heavy dews, the soil seldom suffers 
for want of moisture. The Nile annually overflows its banks, 
and spreads over the country like a sea. The' rise of the 
Nile commences about the middle of June, and begins to sub- 
side about the first of September. The lands thus overflaw- 
ed are extremely fruitful and easily cultivated. Manufac 
tures are in a low state. 

Inhabitants* — The inhabitants consist of Copts, Arabs, 
Turks, and Jews. The Copts are the most numerous class, 
and are the descendants of the ancient Egyptians. They are 
active, ingenious, and well skilled in business. 

TotDUM, — Cairo is the most populous, splendid, and commer- 
cial city in Africa. 

Alexandria was built by Alexander the Great, 33} years B. 
C, and for a long time was the seat of learning, commerce, 
and magnificence. It is novo greatly decayed, and abounds in 
the ruins of its ancient grandeur ; among which are Pompey's 
Pillar, 75 feet high, two obelisks, and the catacombs. In the 
height of its splendor, it is said to have contained 600,000 ift^ 
habitants. 
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[The Library of Alexandria sarpassed all others in. the an. 
cient world. It wa& founded by Ptolemy Philadelphua, 284 
years U. C, and contained 700,000 manuscript volumes. It 
was burnt by the Saracens, A. D. 640.] 

Antiqitities, — Egypt abounds m the most stupendous monn- 
ments of antiquity, as pyramids, temples, obelisks, catacombs, 
&c. The pyramids have been the wonder of all ages of the 
world. , The largest of them is that of Cheops, near Cairo. 
It is 500 feet high, and covers more than 11 acres When, 
by whom, and for what purpoacy they were erected, is entirely 
unknown. Near one of the Pyramids, is the celebrated 
Spbynx, a statue of a huge monster, cut out of a solid rock. 
It has the face of a virgin, and body of a lion, and is 125 feet 
in length.

BARBARY STATES.

The northern part of Africa, now included in 
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the Barbary States, once contained several king- 
doms and states, eminent for power, wealth, and 
commerce. But these have been repeatedly con- 
quered, and scarcely exhibit a vestige of their 
former greatness. 

• The inhabitants of the Barbary States are divi- 
ded into four classes; viz. Moors, Jews, Arabs, 
and Brebers. They are ignorant, rapacious, and 
cruel, and have long been noted for their piracies 
and poUtical debasement. 

Between the Atlas mountains and the Mediter- 
ranean, the climate is mild and pleasant, and the 
9oil 19 fertile, but miserably cultivjUed. 

The chief productions are oUj wine, fruit, su- 
gar, cotton, and most kinds of grain. 

Between the Atlas mountains and the Desert, the country 
produces little except dates, but these grow in such abun- 
dance, that it is called BiUdulfferid or the land of dates. 

These States are distinguished for the number of noxious 
animals which infest the mountains and desert tracts ; ite 
most noted and ferocious among them are lions, panthers, 
and hyenas. 

Venomous serpents of an enormous size are also common. 
The boacoMirietOTt or serj^t of the deurt, is often 80 feet 
long, and moves with such mcredible swiftness that no animal 
can escape from it. 

Among the great variety of insects in these States, the most 
formidable is the loctut, which often comes from the desert in 
such immense swarms as to devour every species of vegeta- 
tion. 

BARCA.

Barca, the ancient Lybia, is nominally depend- 
ent on Tripoli, though it seems to be the property 
of no govdrxunent or people.

The coast of Barca, once famed for its threefold 
crops, is still fertile, but badly cultivated. 

The sovereignty is divided between two Beys, one of wbom 
resides at Deroe ; the other at Bengazi.

For a long time, Carthage was the emporium of 
northern Africa, the empress of the sea, and the formidable 
rival of Rome. Jt wac destroyed by the Romans under Scipio 
Africanus, at the close of tke third Punic war, 146 years

TheElephcMU 
Seneganibia embraces a number of small popu- 
tpus states, and in general, is a well watered and 
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fertile country. The climate is intensely warm, 
and at most seasons of the year, extremely un- 
healthy to foreigners. 

Respecting the various tribes of iugroe», that, inhabit this 
coast, little is known with certainty. The most numerous 
tribes are the Foulaha, Jalloops, Feelo^t and Mandingoea, 
Thuy are ignorant, .superstitious, and mdolent ; and are ac- 
quainted with but few of the arts of civilized life ; but their 
natural dispositions are mild and benevolent. 

The principal articles of export are gum, gold, ivory, and 
SfJkvEs ! 

Senegambia abounds in almost every species of wild ani,. 
mats. Elephants are extremely numerous, and furnish almost 
all the ivory of commerce. This region is much infested by 
renomous inMc<«, disgusting reptile», and clouds of locu»U» 

Teembo is the capital of Foota Jallo, and is represented as 
one of the largest citins in this part of Africa. The popula. 
tion is said to be 70,0C0. 

[The Foulahs, or inhabitants of Foota Jallo, are scattered 
over a great part of Airica.

They profess Christianity, but it 
is more in namd, than in reality. 

GoNDAR is situated on a hill, surrounded by a,daep valley. 
Jt has a mean appearance, its houses being built of clay, and 
^nly of one story. Pop. 50,000. 

Azum, the former capital, is distinguished for its ezt^naive 
fuins.

NUBIA. 

Nubia contains several kingdoms ; the two prin- 
dpal of which, are Sennaar and Dongola. 

Nubia is mostly an extensive tract of sapdy and 
rocky deserts, and but thinly inhabited. 

'The wind here moves the sand like the waves of the sea ; 
and so rapidly that nothing can escape it. The S{tnoontt or 
^iwnotu blast from the desert blows here, which if received 
inio the l^ngs, causes instant death. 

The cfimate is extremely warm, but generally 
dry and healthy. The soil on the banks of the 
Nile is rich and fertile. 

The principal articles of commerce are gold-dust^ 
ivory, hxl'Sl slaves. 

Nubia is celebrated for its magnificent remains 
of antiquity. 

The most noted among them is the temple of Ipstambul, 
^hichis cut out of a soUd^ock, and is 86 feet high, «nd 11? 
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Itride. It is in a complete state of preaervation, althougli it is 
supposed to liave been built more than 2,()00 years. 

Inhabitants. — The inhabitants consist of numerous tribeq 
of Arabs, most of whom are noted for their treachery, in. 
temperance and ferocity. 

Towns. — DoNooLA, the capital of the kingdom of Dongola, 
is situated on the Nile 280 miles south of Syene. It is i^ 
meanly built town, and is in a state of decay. [It is now in 
the possession of the Mamelukes, who have been expelleii 
from Egypt.] 

Sennaar, the capital of the kingdom of Sennaar, is situate^ 
on a branch of the Nile. It is a Targe, populous, and meanly 
built town, and has considerable commerce.

It 
is divided by the Jibbel Kurora, or Mountains of 
the Moon, into Soudan, or Nigritia, oa the north ; 
and Ethiopia on the south. 

Ethiopia has never been visited by white meiu ^^^ conse*. 
^uently its geoj^raphy is entirsly unknown, 

Soudan, or Niokitia, is divided into a great number of 
small kingdoms, most of which have never been explored by 
Bujropeans. Those parts which have been explored dre well 
watered, and extremely fertile, producing all the luxuries of 
the vegetable kingdom, and abound in almost every species of 
wild animals. 

The inhabitaots consist of Negroes, who are said to be 
more mild and humane than those living on the coasts. 

The Niger is .the principal river in Soudan, or Nigritia ; and 
has excited an extraordinary degree of interest, by -reason of 
jthe various and contradictory accounts, relative to its source 
and termination. But it is now ascertained that it empties into 
the gulf of Guinea. Jn 1830, Richard and John Lander, tw9 
enterprising English travellers, set out for the purpose of 
facing the course of the river to its mouth. They reached it 
a short distance from Sackatoo, and then descended it to its 
termination in the gulf of Guinea. Its course is through a 
^ich and populous country, the inhabitants of which have 
made considerable progression in civilization. 

The principal kingdoms of Nigritia, known to Europeans, 
are Datfur^ Bergoo^ BegharmU Bornou^ Hou$»at Yaoor, Tom- 
■hucloo, Banibarrcit TaurickSf Asben, Kunr, and Fezzan, 

Darfur is a considerable kingdom, aad is inhabited by an 
industrious people, who are principally engaged in agriculture. 
Cobbe is the capital, and contains about 6,000 inhabitants. 

Bkrqoo is an extensive kingdom, but little known. ' Wara 
is its capital. 

Beoharmi is a small kingdom dependent on' Bomou. The 
^capital is Babalia. 

BoRNdtr embraces an extensive fertile tract, and is the most 
powerful and flourishing kingdom in Nigritia. Kouka is the 
■capital, and is said to be a large city.- 

HoussA is a large kingdom, and is inhabited by an intelli. 
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feitt people >idio ii&je considerable fikill in agriculture an«l 
manufactures. The chief town and great emporium of the 
king *om of Houssa is Kunp, which is "said to contain 40,000 
inhabitants. 

♦ThePelatah Eixipir« is of modem date, it isTepresented 
aa a powerful empire and is said to hold several kingdoms la 
subjection. The capiial is €ackatoo. ^t was built in 1805, 
and is said to be a large, populous town. 

Yaoor is subject -to the Felatah empire. 

ToMBUCTOO is a large, fertile, and po^^erful kingdom, and 
one of, the most civilized in Nigriiia. Tombuctoo, the capital 
of the kingdom, is situated about 10 miles Crom .the Niger. 
It is the centre of commerce far Nigritia, and is the resort of 
caravans from Egypt, Nubia, Barbary and Abyssinia. Popu- 
lation supposed to be 200,000. 

BaMBarra is a large, fertile, and powerful kingdom. Sego, 
the capital, is situated on both sides of the Niger, and contains 
about ^0,000 inhabitants. 

The Tahrjcks are a barbarous and jpowerful race, who 
wander over all the adjoining countries, and subsist mostly by 
plunder. 

AsBEN is a powerful kingdom, lying north of Bamoii. ^hfi 
capital is Aghadcm, and is a plac«3 ot' extensive trade. 

Kuar is an extensive tract, lying west of Dongola, consist, 
ing mostly of deserts, interspersed with a few fertile spots like 
islands. It is inhabited by the Fibboos, who are a wandering 
tribe, and possess all the regions S. and S. E. of Fezzan. 

Fezzan is a large kingdnn tributary to Tripoli. It consists 
af an extensive oasis, or Ibirtile spot, in the northern part of 
the Desert, surrounded on aj.1 aides except the west, by moun- 
tains. It is chiefly important as >the centre of trade, for the 
caravans which traverse the interior. The chief productions 
are dates. The capital is Mourz<tuk, ajnd is the grand depot 
for the commerce carried on between the Barbary States and 
central Africa.

The Madeira Islands consist of Madeira, Porto Santo, and 
the Desert Isles. Madeira, the principial island, is distinguish, 
ed for its tetnet, * /hich are exported to various parts of the 
world. The c^pital is Funchal. These islands belong to 
Portugal. Poii. 90,000. 

The Canaky Islands are 13 in number, and belong to 
Spg'n. They are distinguished for their wines, Jruits, and 
* Te^.re. 
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^0nary ^birds. TeneriiS^ .is celebrated for its lofty peakf 
whicJi rise;9 about two and a half miles above the level of the 
sea. Pop. 160,000. 

The Cape Verd Isi.ands are 14 in number, and belong to 
Portugal. The> have an unhealthy climate, and generally a 
barren rocky soil. The principal exports of these islands, are 
salt and gMtMna, F^ofi. 40,000. 

St. Hblrna. is a lofty and rocky island, and belongs to the 
English. There is only one harboir, which is of difficult access 
and easy defence. This island is remarkable for the imprison, 
mont and death of Napoleon Bonaparte. Pop.<3,000. 

Madagascar is one of the largest islands on the globe. It 
has a healthy climate and a fertile soil, and is said to he rich 
in minerals. The crocodile grows to a great size in this isl. 
and, and infests all the principal rivers, and has frequently 
been known to carry away an ox. 

Jt is inhabited by a number of petty tribes of -different ra. 
ces — Arabians, Malays and Africans.; moat of whom are in 
a savage state, and but little acquainted mthu;he artspf .cii^l. 
ized life. 

The chief productions are rice, wgar-eane, cocoa nut, -hana' 
na, pnd the .common productions of tropical climates. Pop.

The different nations of the earth are cUvidecf 
according to their habits of life, anc! state of ijn^ 
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pi*overaent, into four ctlasses t viz. SavagCi- 
Half'Cimlized, Civilized^ and Enlightened. 

In the savage ilate, men subsist principally by banting, 
fishing, anci the spontaneous productions of the earth. They 
possess but nitle knrowl6dge of agriculture, or the mflftfhanie 
arts. They live in huts formed of poles or stakes covered 
with bark or leaves, or plastered with clay. The mostnot^d 
in this state of society are the North American Indians. 

In the half-civilized state^ men subsist by agriculture and 
pasturage^ and understand many of the arts; but science, 
literature and foreign cummerco are almost unknown. They 
have established laws and religion, and some of the finef 
manufactures they have carried to a high degree of perf^ 
tion. The- dtost noted in this state of society, are the Chi- 
nese. 

In the eivilixed slale^ men are acquainted with the arts and 
sciences, and derive their iubsistence from agriculture, man- 
ufactures and commerce. 

In tho enligklened *late^ men have carried the arts and 
sQiehces to a high degree of perfection, and are distinguished 
for their industry, intelligence, ingenuity and enterprise. 
Among enlightened nations the most noted are the people of 
the United States, the English, French^ and Germans^

Q. What is a Viceroy? 

A. The Governor of a kingdom, or country, 
who is appointed by a monarch, and who rules 
with regal authority.

The tSrecK Church, in its forms and ceremo- 
nies, resembles the Roman Catholic, but delniied 
the supremacy of the Pope. 

Protestants are those who disclaim the jurisdic- 
tion of the Pope, and take the Bible as the only 
foundation of Christian faith and worship. 

Protestants are divided into yarioils sects ; the principai 
of which are Episcopalians, Preshyterians, Congregationalists; 
Baptists, MetliOdists and Friends. 

Mahometans are those who believe in Mahom- 
et, an impostor of Arabia, who flourished 600 
years after Christ. 

The Jews are those who believe in the (Old 
Testament and reject the New, and expect a Sa- 
viour y^t \6 tome. 

Pagans, or Heathen, are thope who believ^ iii 
false gods, and worship idols, beasts, reptiles, &c.

Q,. What is Astronomy f 

A. It is the science which teachjes the motions 
Qiad the magnitudes of the heavenly bodies. 

Q. Of what does the Solar System eoi|Mst ? 

A. It consists of the sun, planeUi, tisteroids and 
comets. 
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It is called the Solar System, because the sttn is sappoeed 
to Jbe placed in the centre, having all the planets revolving 
round it, at different distances and in different periods of 
time. 

Q. What is the Sun f 

A. It is an immense spherical body, placed in 
the centre of the system, and gives light and heat 
to the planets, moons, asteroids and comets. It 
revolves on its axis once in 25 days and 10 hours. 

This revolution is determined from the motion of the spots 
on its surface. 
Q. What is a planet? 

A. It is tm opake body which appears to us- 
like a star, and shines only by reflecting the light 
of the sun. 

Q, How many kinds of Planets are there ? 

A. There are two kinds, primary and seconda- 
ry f to which may be added the asteroids. The 
primary planets are those which revolve round 
the sun and regard him only as their centre. The 
secondary planets, called also moons, or satellites 
are smaller planets, which revolve round the pri- 
maries, and serve to give them light. 

Q. How many primary planets are there ? 

A. There are seven : 1. Mercury ; 2. Venua ; 
3.Earth;4. Mars; 5. Jupiter; 6. Saturn; 7.: 
Herschel. 

Q. How many secondary planets are there ? 

A. There are eighteen. The earth has 1,; 
Jupiter 4; Saturn?; Herschel 6. 

Q. What are the asteroids ? 

A. Thev are four very small planets, situated 
between the orbits of Mars and Jupiter : called' 
Ceres, Pallas, Juno, and Vesta.

COMBTS. 



Qj What are comets ? 

A. They are large, solid opake bodies, which 
revolve round the sun in very elliptical orbits. 

The number of ComeU belongins^ to our aystem, is supposed 
to be 640. The^^res qf eomtto^ are very difierent Some 
of them emit luminous matter on all sides resembling hair* ; 
ethers have a long, luminous, transparent tail, projecting from 
that pari which is opposite to the sun. 

Their apparent magnitudes are ahra Tery difTerant Some 
appear no larger than the fixed slais: others as large as Ve** 
nus ; and others nwch larger. 

The velocity of a comet is greater tiian that of a planet, 
and increases as it approaches the sun. That of 1680, when 
.nearest the sun, moYod with the a meeing^^elocity of 8iB0/XK) 
miles an- hour. 

ITLED STARSt 
Q. What are fixed stars ? 

A. They-are those luminous bodies which ap- 
pear in the heavens, iar beypad theplanetSifrom 
which they ve distinguished by timr twinklings 

* The word eome^ is deriyed from pomOf or cometa, • 
Qieek woid, signifying hairy^ 
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Thoyareoall«d.^dwtfttorff, became they alwayi keep the 
■ame litaattoo, in relmtion to each other ; and appear to have 
an proper motion of their own. The distances of the fixed 
■tars from the earth, is almost inconceiyable ; light, which 
flies 164,000-miles in a second, would be more than three 
years in passing fromone of them to the earth* 

These stars being at such an immense distance, cannot re- 
•ehre their light from the sun as th^ planets, but must shine 
by their own light ; aiyd hence they are supposed to be suae 
to other systems, and to have warlda revolving round them« 
inhabited, perhaps, by intelligrat and immortal beings. 

The number of the fixed stors is unknown. With the na- 
ked eye we can see about 2,000, but by the help of toleseopee 
jnany millions 4ian be discovered. 

THE BARTO. 

Q. How many moti^ms has the Earth P 

A. Two ; one round its axis ; the ether round 
the sun. It revolves on its axis once in 24 hours, 
mid causes a continual succession of day and 
night, and an apparent motion of the heavenly 
bMies from east to west. 

It completes its revolution round the sun once 
4n a vear, and occasions the difference in the 
len^h of the days and nights, and the agreeable 
vanety in the seasons. 

The earth is not a perfect sphere, but an oblate spheroid, 
elevated at the equator, and depressed at the poles ; the equa. 
toiial diameter being 34 miles longer than the polar. 

The earth is surrounded by a thin, invisible, elastic fluid, 
called atr, which extends to a considerable height above it. 
The air, together with the clouds and vapors that float in it, 
is called the atmQsphire. The height to which the atmos. 
phere extends, has never been ftilly ascertained, but it is sup* 
posed to be about 4& miles. . 

THE MOON. 
Q. What ifl the Moon f 

A. It it anopake body like the earth, and 
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shines entirely by light received from the son.^ 
Its diameter is 2,180 miles, and its distance from 
the centre of the ecfrth 240,000 miles. Its bulk 
to that of th^^artb is as 1 to 49. 

The moon revolves round the earth, from chenge to change, 
in 29 days 12 hoars 44 minates. 

The surface of the m^on is greatly diversified with ine- 
qualities, which through a telescope have the appearance of 
hills and valleys. 

When the moon is in conjunction, or in the same part of 
the tfeavens with the sun, it is called the new moon; when 
U is itt oppositioUf or 180 degrees distant, 4t is'Called ibo/uU 
moon. 

The moon revolves on its axis but once in its revolution 
round the earth, and consequently its day is a little longei - 
than 29) of our days. 

ECLIPSES. 

Q. What is an Eclipse f 

A. It is a partial, or total privation of the liglft 
of the sun or moon. 

Q. What is the cause of an eclipse of the sun ? 

A. It is caused by the interposition of the moon 
between the earth and the sun, and consequently 
must happen when the moon is in conjunction 
with the sun, or at the new moon. 
Q. What causes an eclipse of the moon ? 

A« It is caused by an interposition of the earth 
between the su» aiid moon, and therefore must 
happen at the full moon, or when the moon is 180 
degrees distant from the sun. 

The diameter of the san and moon is supposed to be divi- 
ded into 12 parts^, called digits ; and an eclipse iaksaid to be so 
many digits, according to the number of those parts, which 
are involved at the greatest darkness. 

THE SEASONS. 

Q. What occasions the different seasons? 

A. They are occasioned by the axis of the 
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earth, being inclined to the level of its orbit al- 
ways in one direction, in its circuit round the 
sun ; so that one end of the axis is directed to- 
wards -the sun at one season of the year^ ami 
from the sun at another. This also occasions 
the rariation of climate, and the different lengths 
of day and night. # 

[See the figare representing the seasons.] 

From the 20th of March to the 22d of Septcm^ber the 
north pole inclines to the sun, and it is summer in the north' >■ 
em hemisphere and winter in the aouthem ; from the 22d of 
September to the 20th of March the north pole declines/rom 
the sun, and it is winter in the northern hemisphere and aum" 
met in the iouthem» 

In the same manner it will be seen, that during one half 
the year the north pole is continually illuminated by the sun 
while the south pole is in darkness ; and consequently the 
days in the northern hemisphere will be more than 12 hours > 
long, and those in the southern hemisphere, less than 12 
hours ; and during the other half the year, the south pole 
is constantly in the light, and the north pole in darkness, . 
and consequently the days in the southern hemisphere will 
be more than 12kour8 long, and those in the northern less 
than 12.hours ; thus causing the different lengths of day and 
night. . 

At tho equator the days and nights are always equal, be. 
ing 12 hours each ; but as you proceed from the equator, 
they vary in length according to the latitude and season. 

In latitude 16^ 44', the day is 13 hours long ; — ^in 41^ 24 
it is 15 hours in length; — ^in 6P 18', it is 19 hours;— in ^6^ 
32\ it is 24 hours ; — ^in 67® 1 8\ the longest day is one month ; 
in 69^ SS', it is 2 months ; in 77o 40', it is 4 months ; and at ' 
the poles, 6 months.

CLIMATED. 

Climate iv a portion of the ear th*s sur fVtee contained^ be- 
tween 3 small circles pa^Uel to tlie equator, and of sneh a 
breadth that the longest day in the parallel nearest the equa. 
tor is half an hoar shorter than in the next more remote, in 
the torrid and temperate zones, — and one month in the fri* 
gid zones. 

All places in the tame latitOue, are in the same climate,— 
but it roust not be inferred from thence that they hare the 
same atmospherical temperature, as this depends on various 
causes. Mountains, lakes, deserts, plains, &c. have great 
effect ou thu atmosphere; as high mountains under the 
equator ai^ tovered with perpetual snow, and deserts are 
parched with constant heat.

Here yoo will 
perceive by the soale that the daYs in each climate instead of beibg 
only half an hour longer than in the one nearer the equator, are one 
month longer as you approach the pole. 



Q. What seasons have they in the torrid zone ? 

Ar The only distinction of seasons in the torrid 
zone is from Aof and dry ta Jwt and rainy. Most 
countries of the torrid zoiie have six months in* 
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dining to ^Luxt^ and six months inclining to a ifry 
air. 

Q. Haw many soafions are there in tho frigid zone? 
A. In the frigid zone they have but two 86ft- 
sonSf mnter and summer. 

On continents, the weather is more settled than on islands ; 
the hoat of summer is greater in the former, the cold of win- 
ter is less intense in the latter. 

[On islands the heat is tempered by clouds and vapors, 
from the surrounding sea; and from the same cause the 
weather is inconstant]] 

WINDS. 
Q. What is Wind ? 

A. It is air put in motion, occasioned chiefly by 
means of heat. 

When any part of the aii is heated by the sun -or other- 
wise, it expands, and- ascends towards the higher parts of the 
atmosphere, and the neighboring air rushes in to supply its 
place ; and there wIQ tlie/^efore 5o a stream or current of aii* 
from all parts towards the region in which the heat predomi^ 
nates; This pfessure ofthe ai^ is what is called wind. 

Q. What is the Telocity of wind ? 

A. A gentle breeze moves about 4 miles an 
hour; a common brisk wind about 15 mitefS; a 
high wind 30 ;. a storm 60 ; a violent hurricane 
1(H) miles an hour. 

Q. How many Kinds of tropical winds are there ? 
A. Three; the general ^ra^eu^tWy; th^mon* 
soons r the land' And sea breezes. 

1. The general trade winds blow from east to West, ex- 
tending tomearly 3(P of latitude on each side of ther equator 
nearly round the globe. 

2. Tihe monsoons are periodical winds, which prevail in 
the Ind an Ocean, and blow six months in one direction, and 
daring the other six months in an opposite direction. Their 
change at the vernal and autumnal equinox is accompanied 
with terrible storms of rain, lightning and thunder. 

3. The land and sea bteeees are periodicaP winds, which

blow from the land dnringf the night, and from the eea, during 
the day. 

Winds are affected by the countriei over which they pass, 
being rendered pestilential by the heat of deserts and the 
putrid exhalations of lakes and marshes. 

In Africa and Arabia, a wind blows from the deserts called 
the Samiel or Atmeevi, which frequently produeee instant 



On the western coast of Africa is a similar wind, called 
HarmaUan, ^>odiicing a dryness and heat almost insupporta- 
ble. • 

A warm, unpleasant wind from Africa, prevails in the 
■ottthem part of Europe, called the Sirocco^ producing great 
uneasmess and debility in the system. 



TIDES. 

Q. What is the Tide? 

A. It is the regular elevation and depression 
of the ocean, which happens twice every 24 
hours, caused by the attraction of the moon and 
of the sun. 

At the new nndfull moon, the tides are greatest, and are 
CBllodtpring- tides; at the first and last quarters, they are 
least, and are caHed tuapHideM ; and the highest are near the 
time of the equinoxes. 

PRODUCTIONS OF THE EARTH. 

Q. How are the productions of the earth arranged ? 

A. Under three grand divisions, called king- 
doms ; viz. : The mineral kingdom^ the vegetMe 
kingdom, and the animal kingdom. 

1. The mineral kingdom contains all earths and stones, 
mineral combustibles, salts, and raetals; 

2. Ihe vegetable kingdom includes ^1 trees, shrubs, and 
plants. 

3. TheantfRoi fctn^dom includes all livipg creatures; as 
bipeds, quadrupeds, fowls, fishes, reptiles, insects, and 
worms.

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Q. What is a Globe f ' 

A. It IS a round body, whose surface is every 
where equally remote from the centre. 

Q. How many kinds of artificial Globes are there ? 

A. Two; terrestrial and celestial. 

Q. What is a Terrestrial Globe ? 

A. It is an artificial representation of the earth, 
on which the different empires, kingdoms, &c. 
of the world are truly represented, according to 
their relative situation. 

Q. What is a Celestial Globe? 

A. It is an artificial representation of the heav* 
ens, on which the stars are laid down in their na< 
tural situations. 

Q; What is the Axis of the Earth ? 

^ A. It is an imaginary line passing through the^ 
centre of it, upon which it is supposed. to turn. 
Q. What are the Poles of the Eavtb I 
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A, They; are the two exfeismities of the an, . 
where it is fiup|K)sed to cut the surface of the 
earth. ^" 

Q. WlMtifltheBnuwnMenfiaa? 
A. It is the circle in which the globe turns, and 
i» divided into 360 equal parts, cdled degrees. 

Q. What is the Quadrant of Altitude ? 

A. It is. a thin slip of> brass, divided into 90^, 
and is generally used to determine the distance 
of oneplace from another* 

Q. What is the Hoar Cinde ? 

A. It is a small circle of brass, with an ndex 
or pointer, fixed to the n<»thpole. 

d What is the Horizon? 

A. It is a great circle, which separates the vis- 
ible half of the heavens-from the invisible. 

Q. How is the horizon represented on the Artificial 

Globe? 

A. By the wooden. circular frame on which 
the globe stands. 

Q. What is the Ecliptic ? 

A. It is tlie great circle, which the earth de- 
scribes annually, in its revolution round the sun. 

Q. How is the Ediptio diidded ? 

A. Into twelve equal parts of SO^legrees each» 
called signs, ^

— Bring the given place to the brass meri- 
dian, and count as many degrees on the meridian, 
south of the Equator as the given place ift north ; 
and you will find the Antfeci. 

The Perisecians are those who lie under the same 
degree of latitude, but have .180^ difierence of Ion* 
gitude. They have contrary hours ; noon when we 
have midnight. 

RvLB.— Bring the given place to the brass meri- 
dian, set the index to 12, turn the globe till the in- 
dex points to the other 12, then under the latitude of 
the given place you will find the Periseoi. 

The Antipodes are those who have the same lati- 
tude south that we have north, and differ 180^ of 
longitude. Their hours, days, and seasons differ 
from ours* 

Rule. — Bring the given place to the'brass me- 
ridian, turn the glob« half round, then count as ma- 
ny degrees south of the Equator as the given place 
is north, and you will have the Antipodes. 

Required the AntSBci, PeriaBci and Antipodes of
